Boston, July 0«The city entered the 


seventh day t>f opressive heat with the 
thermometer at 86at 8 o'clock. 


There were light southwest winds. 
Two deaths and two prostrations oc- 


curred in the early morning hours. 


Troy, N. Y. July 3— A severe thunder 


storm prevailed in the neighborhood 
of Troy last night during which "Wil- 
liam Findlay was struck by lightning 
and killed. 


The storm cooled the atmosphere and 


at 10 a m. today 88 degrees was re- 
corded in this city. 


This is five degrees lower than at the 


same tmie yesterday. 


Albany, N. T. July 3«The hot 


continue in this section although' mod- 
ified today. 


At 9 this morning <he thermometer 


registered 84 d-egrees, five degrees less 
same time yesterday. 


New York, July 3— The temperature 


at 11 o'clock today was 96. 


Up to that time the number of 


deaths in New York and 
Brooklyn, 


after 2 a. m. today was 47. 


There are so many bodies in the 


morgue today that the compartments 
cannot hold all. 


Two wagons and

Baltimore,

spell. 


Destroyed, Wharves and 
Buildings Damaged 


Boston, July 3.-The stable and 


wharves of the Metropolitan Coal com- 
pany were burned early this morning. 
Out of 75 draught horses In the stables 
20 were burned to death, and property 
destroyed to the possible extent of $400,- 
000. 
Several other buildings In the vi- 


cinity were destroyed or damaged, to- 
eluding a couple of tenements. 
The 


latter were occupied, but the tenants 
got out in safety. 


The origin of the fire is unknown up 


to a late hour this morning. It is sup- 
posed to have started in the northwest 
corner of the plant, near First street, in 
the stables. 


The "Slate House" on Colton street, 


occupied by about 20 families of col- 
ored people, employed by the company, 
was completely gutted, and the occu- 
pants bad a close call. So, also, did the 
two families of a bouse on First street. 


The stampeding of terrified aud blis- 


tered, Injured horses; their screaming 
neighs, the shouts, the yells, the crash- 
ing of falling timber, the thundering, 
hissing clamor of the engines—all com- 
bined to make a scene of "confusion 
worse confounded." 


The sheds were all of wood, In them 


were some 80,000 tons of coal.

side were piled about 500 cords of hard, 
dlred wood.

ANIMALS FEEL ITS EFFECT 


Gaming M Alarming increase In In.

' Boston, July 3.—A gale of wind, ac- 
companied by a beautiful electrical dis- 
play on great banks of black clouds, 
«nd here and there deluges of rain, teru- 
|wranly broke up the heat wave 
throughout New England late yester- 
day afternoon. 


The storm in most sections gathered 


IB about half an hour aud spent its force 
In a few minutes, leaving considerable 
ruin to mar the visit. Then, after the 
rain, the sun on the western horizon 
gave a peculiar glow, which seemed to 
turn the sky a greenish-yellow. 
Cool 


air came with the dusk, but the mercury 
began to rise about 9 o'clock, giving the 
veather-wise aa opportunity to say that 
there is more heat la store. 


The storm ended the sixth day, and 


practically the worst, of the heated spell, 
for, while fatalities were not quite as 
numerous as on some other days, the 
prostrations were many and severe. 
'Animals succumbed more readily and 
infantile diseases were increasing to au 
alarming extent. 


Along the New England coast early In 


the day the east wind tried to putln an 
Appearance, dropping the mercury near- 
4y 20 degrees, but by noon the hot wave 
reasserted itself. 


During the six days of intensely hot 


weather, about 70 deaths from the heat 
directly were reported in New England, 
of which number a score were in Boston. 
Drowning claimed the next larger num- 
ber, mostly among boys, and there was 
a general increase in deaths by violence. 


The Boston police reports last night 


showed that there had been four deaths 
and 30 prostrations in the city during 
the day. 


There is great suffering among horses 


in Boston. 
Scores of them have been 


prostrated and many have died. The 
Society For the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals is providing a headgear for 
the protection of horses in the shape of 
a small straw bonnet, almost conical iu 
shape, with holes at each side for the 
ears. 
The contrivance is fastened to 


the bridle by strings. 
More than 20 


horses have died in Cambridge from the 
beat. 


An electrical storm last night broke 


the hfcat spell to a considerable extent 
at Fall River, but caused some property 
damage. The electrical car service was 
crippled and telegraphic communication 
Interrupted. 
It was the hottest day of 


the present heated spell, it being 102 
degree at 10 o'clock in the forenoon. 


The thermometer registered 102 in the 


ehade at f'^uton, but sufferers from the 
heat.were temporarily relieved last eve- 
ning by a severe thunderstorm, accom- 
panied by a gale of wind. 
Several 


horses dropped in the street during the 
heated part of the day. 


Lowell was again enveloped In a 


blanket of "humidity, the effects of which 
were even more uncomfortable than any 
of the proceeding temperature kiting 
days. 
There were three deaths by

Neither 
hare the extreme temperatures of the 
present wave yet exceeded tbe previous 
fcghest record, although they were 
Marly equal to them. 


The eastward movement of another 


low pressure area in the extreme west 
renders it improbable that there will 
l»e any long continued relief from the 
high temperatures over districts now 
affected, but it is now probable they will 
reach the previous extreme fn the Atlan- 
tic states on account of the influence of 
a moderate West Indies disturbance, 
which appears to be moving northwest- 
ward orcr tbe lesser Antilles.

30:36 1-5; Syracuse, fourth, time, 10:44. 
The previous record for f reshinen eights 
for this distance was 9:10 1-2. 


Georgetown, a new rival for honors, 


»ancl to whom little attention had been 
paid, got inside the time record, and 
hung on to the leaders with a tenacity 
that surprised everybody. 
Pennsyl- 


vania was never in the race with its 
second crew, and Syracuse, with ita 
light oarsmen, were outclassed, al- 
though they pulled through to the end. 


The 'varsity race was one of the 


fiercest struggles ever witnessed in col- 
lege aquatics, and had any one of the 
crews In the lead have failed because 
of physical weakness the tailcnders 
were ready to take their places and 
make good time at that. As it was, al- 
though the race was one of the mosl 
severe ever rowed, there was not a 
sign of distress in any boat. 


From the 11-2-mile point to the 3-rnilo

Boston, July 3.^-For a period of about 


10 minutes last ovqnlng residents of the 
southern and western sections of the 
city were treated to as nearly correct 
a representation of a western cyclone 
as they are anxious to experience, and, 
when the sky had cleared away, scores 
of houses in South Boston, Roxbury and 
Dorchester were minus their windows, 
chimneys, porches and roofs, while the 
streets in tfcose sections were filled with 
broken branches, bricks and debris of 
every description. 


Ouly one life was sacrificed to the 


fury of the gale. 
George Plerder, 75 


years old, a watchman at an unfinished 
house, in South Boston, was buried be- 
neath the timbers of the house, which 
was toppled over upon him by the wind. 
Many narrow escapes from falling mis- 
eiles are also on record. Street car 
trallic was interrupted for nearly two 
hours, and all of the electric wires were 
in a perfect maze of confusion. 


Down in the bay, at the foot of L 


street, more than two score of yachts 
which wore riding at anchor were forced 
adrif and ruaiiy were landed bottom 
up on the beach. All buildings of frail 
construction along the shore were 
crushed like eggshells. 


In the Andrew square section of 


South Boston the effects of the high 
wind and storm are in evidence. The 
two upper stories of a tenement house 
were blown away, and S. H. Richardson, 
Miss JJllie Bassett and a girl visitor 
were slightly hurt, while an old ladv sus- 
tained such a shock to her nervous sys- 
tem that fatal results may follow. 


A large shed, owned by Nicholas Her- 


!an, a bottler, had its sides blown in and 
the roof lifted, while directly across the 
Street two chimneys fell upon the roof 
of Mrs.'Bridget Ellis' dwelling, crashing 
through into the upper story, and a 
shed in the rear collapsed. 


On Locust street, Sipe's Dog and Lil- 


iputian show's large tent collapsed, tem- 
porarily burying 175 employes and many 
of tbe animals. 
The latter became 


greatly frightened, and, after escaping 
from their canvas covering, raced around 
the enclosure for some time before they 
could be quieted. None of the employes 
or animals was injured.

none of them was hurt. 


The Advent Christian church on War- 


ren street Was ntruck by lightning, but 
was only slightly damaged. Wires of 
all descriptions were rniied up in ter- 
rible confusion. This was the case in 
other districts oxer •which the storm 
swept, and as a result the entire south- 
ern port of the city, South Boston, Rox- 
bury and Dorchester, was without elec- 
tric street lights last night. 


A terrific thunderstorm and cyclone

Just as President O'Connell Is de- 


claring- with pleasure that the great 
machinist fight for a nine-hour day 
has been won the forces are gathering 
for a gre'at conflict between employes 
and employers in the gigantic- steel 
Industry.

of prominent persons interested in the 
subject to have in New York city dur- 
ing the winter of 1901 and 1902 an 
American Jewish historical exhibition 
similar In some departments to the 
Anglo-Jewish Historical exhibition held 
In London In 18S7, says the New York 
Times. 
When the American Jewish 


Historical society held its last meeting 
ID Philadelphia, a committee was ap- 
pointed with full powers to plan for 
thia exhibition. 


The committee, in whose list of mem* 


berg are many prominent persons, re- 
ported that such an exhibition would 
do credit to the Jews of America and 
convince tbe American people that their 
Jewish brethren have played an Impor- 
tant part in the development and his- 
tory of the United States. Upon this 
report it was agreed that such an er- 
hlbition should be held. An executive 
committee was immediately appointed 
as follows: 


New York— Oscar S. Straus, Max J. 


Kohler, Joseph Jacobs, N. Taylor Phil- 
lips, Professor Morris Loeb, Professor 
Richard GottheU, Leon Huhner, George 
Hellman. 


Philadelphia— Mayer Sulzberger, Dr.

Baltimore— The Kev. Dr. William 


Eosenau. 


Chicago— The Rev. Dr. B. Felsenthal. 
Cincinnati— Tbe Rev. Dr. Phillipson.

eanger. 


Dr. Cyrus Adler of the Smithsonian 


Institution of Washington has been 
elected president of the exhibition. 


Among the things to be shown are 


historical records of the Jews in Amer- 
ica, including such things as Colum- 
bus' earliest records of his discovery 
written to Jews in Spain, inquisition 
records, Washington's letters to Jews, 
portraits and pictures of well known 
American Jews and the histories of 
Jewish institutions in America, There 
will also be included a collection of all 
books written by the Jews of America 
or pertaining to American Judaism. 
An International exhibit of things per- 
taining to ecclesiastical art and to Jew- 
ish antiquities is to be a feature. 


Not only will antiquity be represent- 


ed, but whatever it is thought will be 
Interesting will be utilized. While ob- 
jects having to do with American his- 
tory will be the largest part of the ex- 
hibition, it has been determined to give 
Jews from Russia and Germany proper 
space. It has been thought best not to 
give the exhibition aa an American 
Jewish Historical society function, but 
to Invite all other important Jewish so- 
cieties to participate. 
Among those 


asked to aid are: 


The Jewish Publication society, the 


Union of American Hebrew Congrega- 
tions, the Central Conference of Amer- 
ican Rabbis, the Orthodox Jewish Con- 
gregational union, the Hebrew Union 
college, the Jewish Theological semi- 
nary, the various Jewish fraternities, 
the Cbautauqua society, the Council of 
Jewish Women, the National Confer- 
ence of Jewish Charities and the Fed- 
eration of American Zionists. 


A general committee for the direction 


of the exhibition will be selected from 
committees appointed by these organi- 
zations. Tlie main executive committee 
and minor committees of detail have 
already been chosen. 
As those In 


charge desire to be in communication 
•with those who will exhibit as soon- as 
possible on office will be secured short- 
ly.

It ii well 
known that they aro particularly noted 
for their remarkable heat and extreme 
dry ness. Mountain ranges are necessary 
for their formation, hence only thow lo- 
calities adjacent to such elevation* ex- 
perience their effects. The principal 
Chi- 


nook winds in this section of the country 
reach us from a westerly, direction. 
I 


will explain at clearly as I can the for- 
mation of these winds. 


"We all kcow that if we pour alcohol 


In the palm of our hand a cooling sensa- 
tion is experienced. Heat Is required in 
evaporation, and the cooling sensation is 
duo to loss of heat from onr hand re- 
quired in the evaporation of the alcohol. 
According to the law of conservation of 
energy, no energy is ever wasted, and the 
heat t'-nt >a wiuin»d in evaporation will 
again become liberated through the proc- 
ess of precipitation. This is an essential 
fact in the explanation of the chinook 
winds. It is also well known that a vol- 
ume of air at a given temperature and 
pressure has a certain capacity for hold- 
ing moisture and that if we increase the 
temperature, thereby increasing the vo!- 
uinc, we also increase the moisture bold- 
ing capacity, »nd, inversely, if we de- 
crease the temperature we decrease its 
capacity. There must then be a point ia 
this reduction prqcess when the air will 
contain a mnxin*ftn amount of moisture 
for that particular temperature and pres- 
sure, and any reduction below this will 
cause a part of this moisture to bo pre- 
cipitated. This point is known as the 
dew point. 


"The moist air from the Pacific moving 


lapdward becomes cooled by coming in 
contact with the colder mountain aud 
still further by expansion due to eleva- 
tion. As the air becomes more and more 
elevated the dew point is finally reached, 
and precipitation is resumed once more. 


i By this succession of coolings practically 


all the moisture is deposited on the west- 
ward side of the mountain, and when it 
reaches the summit it is practically dry 
air whose tetnperatnre is far above the 
normal for that elevation. It is now 
ready for its downward journey, and its 
temperature is gradually increased, due 
this time to compression, and when it 
reaches tho plains on the leeward side of 
the mountain it is like a breath from a 


| furnace in the intensity of its heat. Like 


an unsaturated sponge, it absorbs all the 
moisture in its path, causing the drifts 
of snow to vanish as if by magic, yet not 
appreciably increasing the volumes of the 
rivers and creeks." — Bismarck (N. D.)

The form of pictures in use by different 


ppoples makes clear their visual prefer- 
ences. Thus, with rectangular pictures 
eomo prefer height rather than width, 
and others prefer width rather than 
height. 
There are those who show a 


marked preference for square pictures. 
Ronnd, diamond shaped and triangular 
forms have their respective admirers. 


Examination of several thousand pic- 


tures on sale and in private collections 
and emanating from the most diverse 
people has interested me in this subject, 
and I will giro some of my conclusions. 
In rectangular pictures the Japanese are 
alone, preferring tliosa whose width ex- 
ceeds their height. 
Tho English and 


Americans do not have marked prefer- 
ences in this respect. Other people have 
pictures whose width is less than height, 
their taste in this respect being more or 
less pronounced, so that the proportion of 
bigh pictures to that of wide pictures ia 
in the ratio of 2 among the Germans 
and French, 3 in Turkey, 4 in Italy, 10 
In Spain and 15 in Russia. The Slavs 
delight most of all in the height of their 
pictures. 


For the square form the Japanese ex- 


hibit the greatest preference. 
Then, in 


decreasing order, the Germans, the Eng- 
lish, the Russians and finally the Latin 
races. The diamond form is appreciated 
by the Germans and Italians. The trian- 
gular, very seldom seen elsewhere, is oc- 
casionally met with in Austria and Bel- 
gium. As to pictures of a rouad form, 
they are numerous only in Germany, in 
Austria and in Russia. 


Two quite interesting peculiarities nwy 


be cited. One Is the disposition shown 
by the Russians to make the right angles 
of rectangular pictures disappear, either 
by cutting them off by the aid of a cir- 
cular nrc or by adding to them a part of 
a circle. The other peculiarity is fur- 
nished by the Turks, who delight In mod- 
ifications of the lower side of their rec- 
tangular pictures. 


Such «re the visual preferences among 


diverse nations according to tho indica- 
tion givBinliy thoir pictures.—Krom tho 
French of M. Delauney in Jewelers' Ch1- 
culnr-Wcekly.

this time waa unexpected in. view ot 
their presence at the former meeting, 
but served to make a very lively hot 
weather meeting-, 
although it did no*. 


prevent the final passage of the ap- 
propriation of |£00. 


AU the councilmen were present ex- 


cept CrasweU, Franchere, 
Perry and 


Bice. Several other matters had come 
up for action and been settled, 
when 


the band concert 
appropriation 
was 


brought up for a second reading. Be- 
fore the vote was called for Council- 
man Amidon rose and said in sub- 
atnace: 


This order has got pretty well along 


without meeting any objection, but I 
hardly think that the council is unani- 
mous in favor of it, 
notwithstanding 


the fact that there was no 
dissenting 


vote when it was acted on at the last 
meeting. I haven't changed my mini 
•regarding the appropriation of pub- 
lic money for band concerts since last 
year. I'll not discuss tfie legal part of 
the question, which was pretty thor- 
oughly gone over last year, but it is 
not always 
wise to do that which is 


legal. I do not think that the majcritv 
of the citizens of the city are in favor 
of this appropriation. 
They are not 


•willing to pay for extra 'music because 
most of them have music enough. The 
taxpayers are dancing to the tune of 
the highest tax rate in the state. 
I 


think the city would 
be as 
much 


justified in hiring a concert troupe to 
appear in the Richmond theater as in 
providing for these band concerts. It t? 
a good thing for the band, of course. 
The t>and must practice and it is nice 
for it to get $50 a. time for practicing 
I have nothing aginst the band or its 
members, but this is not a personal 
matter. 
The council should look for 


the greatest good to the greatest num- 
ber and band concerts benefit the few. 
If the city has $600 to spare let us us* 
it with common sense. I would suggest 
three things, one of which the city 
could better do with that amount. It 
could place it in the highway fund to 
repair *ne losses by the recent storm.

or any sum for a park in this city. And 
we are under no obligations to furnish 
music for the city. 


Two W»j-» to Entertain 


Councilman Braman suggested that 


there were two ways to please the peo- 
ple, since pleasing

THE CHESHIRE EXfENSION 


Route Will Probably Be Accepted and 


Delay Ended Next Week 


State Highway Commissioner Man- 


ning of Pittsficid was in this city yes- 
terday on his way to Boston, and stop- 
ped over to consult with President C. 
Q. Richmond of the 
Hoosac Valley 


street railway company in regard to 
the extension of that line from Adams 
to Cheshire. The company, 
as 
was 


stated some time ago. is all ready to 
bpgin building the line as soon as a 
route can be laid out which will not 
be in any danger of conflicting with 
the plans of the state highway com- 
mission for the future building of the 
state road, and which that commis- 
sion will accept. 


This is a matter occupying some 


time, and has delayed the starting of 
the line till now. Engineer Locke was 
at work on the hnc yesterday for the 
street railway company, and it is be- 
lieved that the route will be laid out 
so as to be in shape for presentation 
to the state commission some time 
next week. Work will begin on the 
road as soon as this 'fnatter is settled. 
The commission meets in Boston to- 
day, but the matter of the local road's 
extension is not expected to come be- 
fore it. 


Chairman Dean of the Cheshire se- 


lectmen was also in the city yesterdfXy 
afternoon consulting with Mr. Rich- 
mond in regard to the road. The resi- 
dents of Cheshire are eager for the 
beginning of work on the lines to this 
city and to Plttsfield.

FIVE CENT STREET CAR FARES 


State Btard Gets Autherity mi Begins 


Establish Lower pare Policy 


AH announcement 
wai) made this 


week o£ great importance to the street 
railways of the state, when the rail- 
road commissioners of the elate gave 
notice that hereafter their power over 
Street railways is as complete as it 
has been over the steam, roads. 
At 


the session ef the general court, which 
expired June 19, the board was given 
the same powers In relation to the 
regulation pf fares of street railways 
as those employed In regard to steam 
roads. 
It was the power of recom- 


mendation extended. The board "re- 
commends" and the roads, as a matter 
of'course, follow the recommendaation 
Prior to the recent enactment the 
board, if the case were one of petition 
for the reduction of rates on street 
railways, had to seek examples where 
similar conditions, or "like conditions" 
prevailed. 
This was hard 
for 
the 


board to do. 
The legislature recog- 


nized the hardship and by specified 
legislation 
gave the board the dis- 


cretionary powers possessed in the 
case of steam roads. 


Under this authority the board has 


recommended 
that 
fares between 


Stoughton and Brockton be reduced 
to five cents for two hours in 
the 


morning and two hours In the evening 
just as the Hoosac Valley road now 
charges between this,city and Adams 
and Williamstown. The board 
also 


reduced the fares all day to 7% cents. 
This is the board's first step in its new 
policy of establishing five-cent fares 
from center to center. 
The five-cent 


fare has not been decreed, but a re- 
duction in that direction has been or- 
dered. In other words the state board 
has started 'out on a policy which will 
compel five-cent fares from the center 
of one town or city like this city to 
another town center without the col- 
lection of another fare at the town 
lines. The decision in the Stoughton 
case 
therefore, means much, and 


may affect eventually the fares be- 
tween this city and Adams, Williams- 
town, Cheshire and other towns. 


THE GREYLOCK SUMMIT HOUSE 


Greylock Commission Wants County To 


Build Proposed Chalet 


Some time ago the Transcript an- 


nounced the fact that the state Grey- 
lock commissioners had had prepared 
plans for a summit house on Greylock 
mountain, which it was their hope to 
have built next year, and that during 
this summer stone for the foundations 
and for the house itself would be got- 
ten together. 


The matter was officially brought 


out for the first time yesterday at the 
regular monthly meeting: of the county 
commissioners. 
I>r. John Basctom, of 


Williamstown, a member of the reser- 
vation commission, was present with 
a copy of the plans which the commis- 
sion has, and urged that the county 
build the house. Dr. Bascom said that 
the commission had estimated the cost 
of building- the house at about $2000 
and of equipping it and making: it 
ready for use about as much more, so 
that the total cost to the county would 
be about $4000. 


Dr. Bascom sp'oke of the growing in 


terest in the summit of Greylock and 
of the fact that some place of refuge 
where tourists and Others- might rev 
main over night was necessary. The 
shanty now on the mountain is not 
weather proof and in the spring and 
fall it can not be used because of the 
cold temperature of the mountain. 


The plans for the house, wlflch were 


described by the Transcript when the 
project was announced, call 
for a 


building 59 s:25 feet, two stories high, 
of stone and wood construction. The 
exterior is very much on the Swiss 
design. 
Interior divisions would be 


kitchen, pantry and sitting rooms on 
first floor and four sleeping rooms on 
the second floor. An attractive bal- 
cony for observations is included in 
the plans. The profile of the chalet is 
quite attractive. 


As the commissioners have not the 


fu»ds to put up any sort of a building 
on Greylock this year they took the 
matter under advisement.
